Preamble.-- WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Kerala Private Forests (Vesting and Assignment) Act, 1971, for 
the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty -second Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Private Forests (Vesting and Assignment) Amendment 
Act, 1981. 


( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th 
day of June, 1981.

2. Amendment of section 8. - In section 8 of the Kerala Private 
Forests (Vesting and Assignment) Act , 1971 ( 26 of 1971) (herein 
after referred to as the principal Act) , in sub -section ( 1) , for the 
words " may apply to the Tribunal" , the words "may , within such 
period as may be prescribed , apply in the Tribunal" shall be substi 
tuted . 


3. Repeal and saving.- ( 1 ) The Kerala Private Forests 
(Vesting and Assignment) Amendment Ordinance , 1981 (4 of 1981 ) , 
is hereby repealed . 


(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act 
as amended by this Act. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Sub - section ( 1 ) of section 8 of the Kerala Private Forests 
(Vesting and Assignment) Act, 1971, provides that where any 
dispute arises as to whether any land is a private forests or not, 
or whether any private forest or portion thereof has vested in the 
Government or not, the person who claims that the land is not a 
private forest or that the private forest has not vested in the 
Government, may apply to the Tribunal constituted under section 7 
of the said Act for decision of the dispute. According to sub-rule 
( 1 ) of rule 3 of the Kerala Private Forests ( Tribunal) Rules , 1972, 
an application under section 8 of the Act shall be presented to the 
Tribunal within sixty days from the date of publication of the noti 
fication under sub -rule ( 2 ) of rule 2A of the Kerala Private Forests 
(Vesting and Assignment ) Rules, 1974 , in respect of the land to 
which the dispute relates. 


2. In the judgment in M.F.A. Nos. 211 and 219 of 1980 , the High 
Court of Kerala has held that the period of limitation prescribed by 
rule 3 of the Kerala Private Forests ( Tribunal) Rules, 1972, for 
filing an application under section 8 of the Kerala Private Forests 
(Vesting and Assignment ) Act, is ultravires and void . The High 
Court has observed that section 17 of the Act which empowers the 
Governnent to make rules to carry out the purposes of the Act 
does not empower the delegated authority to prescribe a time limit 
for the presentation of an application under section 8. The impli 
cation of the above decision is that the Tribunal has to accept an 
application under section 8 of the Act whenever it is presented. 
It results in a strange situation that Government cannot take any 
steps to utilise any portion of the vested forest land , as a dispute 
may arise at any time. Further, the question whether an area attracts 
the provisions of the Kerala Private Forests (Vesting and Assign 
ment) Act, 1971, on the appointed day, i.e., the 10th May, 1971, can be 
decided only if the dispute is decided within a reasonable period 
within which the nature of the land may not be changed . There 
fore it was considered necessary to amend the Act to empower the 
Government to prescribe a time limit for filing applications under 
section 8 of the Act. 


3. Since the Legislative Assembly was not in session and the 
matter was very urgent, the Kerala Private Forests (Vesting and 
Assignment) Amendment Ordinance, 1981 (4 of 1981) was 
promulgated by the Governor on the 5th day of June, 1981 to achieve 
the above object. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by an 
Act of the State Legislature . 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not 
involve any expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State . 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to amend section 8 of the Kerala 
Private Forests (Vesting and Assignment ) Act, 1971 for empowering 
the Government to prescribe a period within which applications 
may be filed before the Tribunal under that section . This is 
matter of administrative and procedural nature. The delegation 
of Legislative power is, therefore, of a normal character.

( This does not form part of the notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

The Inspector General of Police and the President of the Police Club 
and Welfare Centre , Trivandrum has informed Government in his letter 
No. 03-33588 / 80 dated 13-5-1981 that the Police Club and Welfare Centre 
which is a Society registered under the Travancore -Cochin Literary , Scientific 
and Charitable Societies Registration Act 1955 , proposes to purchase 50 cents 
of land with building thereon , comprised in Sy. Nos. 1632/1 , 1631 and 1632 
of Chengazhasserry Village in Trivandrum Taluk for a consideration of 
Rs. 5.5 lakhs for the Police Club and Welfare Centre. He has requested 
that the proposed sale deed may be exempted from payment of stamp duty. 
Government have considered the request and they propose to remit the 
stamp duty . The above notification is intended to achieve this object. 
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
